Dothan, Ala., April 2.—(Special.)}—Gov- 
ernor Johnston spoke here today to a rep- 
resentative audience. He made a good 
impression and added something to his 
voting strength in the county. He briefly 
reviewed his administration as governor 
and assailed Senator Morgan’s record in 
congress. His attack was salty, but not 
vituperative. In the account of his own 
stewardship he recited the condition of 
the treasury when he came into office and 
at this time, and explained how the money 
had come into the treasury by stating 
that he had guarded zealously against 
improper appropriations; had caused to 
be subjected to taxation property that 
had wholly, or at least partially, es- 
caped heretofore; had forced delinquent 
officials to disgorge and had employed 
the convicts with profitable returns. 

Referring to the state bonds, he 

“When I came into office your 
bonds were bringing 102 on the market. 
Today they are bringing 112, notwith- 
Standing they are approaching maturity. 
The bonds of the state, amounting to 
about nine and one-half million dollars, 
and about seven millions bearing 5 per 
cent, and the remainder 4 per cent, I 
could have refunded at a little over 3 
per cent, but the purchasers insisted on a 
which I refused to give, though 
by law to do so.
